lour letter of i'ebruary 2 to Hard for me to credit sad la any event 
does not meet tue eleer requirement of the Attorney General's "Memorandum on the 
r'ublla Informetion Seetion of the Administrative Procedure iot." 

The material I sect is not alone tae basis of e ^eport mode by, for 
and/or on bahelf of toe Attorney General of the Waited States, which would seem 
to require taat it, in fact, be "in the filea ofthe Department of Justice, It 
it else pert of a brief presented in court by the Department. It la only e year since 
use by your department. Are you tolling m toe Department usually cleanses it® file# 
in less toan s y ear? 

Or are you telling ®e th® United ate tee government aec destroyed all 
such records? If they are not in tae files of our Department, your Department 
certainly knows what it did with them, and this you are required to d© soasthiag 
stout. I quote from pegs £4 of the sgasgsadgs citeds 

"...Every effort should b® made to avoid encumbering too applicant' e 
path with procedural o beta c lea when thsae essentially internal Government problems 
eiiee. Agencies generally should treat a referred request a* if it bad been filed 
with to© agency to wnioh the matter Is ultimately referred". Now I would presume 
tint toe Department of Justice is toe "agency” of "exclusive concern” when some- 
thing by or for the Attorney General is involved, wben a court record is involved, 
q court action ana tbe presentation of evidence in court. This same paragraph also 
seys, however, , ”^here a record ia requested which is of concern to more then one 
agency, th*< request should b© referred to the agenoy those interest in the record 
1® paramount". It la then expected to "consult" with "toe other interested agenda*". 

In short, if the Department of Justice is not the "agency whose internet 
in. the record is paramount" , as » laymen would presume to be the esaa wito Depart- 
ment of Justice buaiaes*, you ere still required to reisr this matter to other 
interested ageneiea. 

Should you persist in denying me these records to *h ica A believe I ms 
sc, titled, I ask that the refusal be aigae&h by toe Attorney General' hiaelef so I 
e*a proceed forthwith under the law without added, aaaeceaaery procedural obstacles 
being placed in my peth.
